Worthy of Her Musicians.

Sedalia is to have a Conservatory 
‘Of Music, if the plans which are b e­ 
ing formulated meet with the a p­ 
proval and encouragement of the 
professors of music who reside in 
this city. 
The proposed institution for train­ 
ing in music may not at first rise to 
the rank of the London Royal A c a d ­ 
emy of Music, or the conservatories 
of Cologne, Prague and Brussels, 
but at the very b eginning it should 
find a place among the most cele­ 
b rated conservatories of this c oun ­ 
try, for no city of its size in A m er­ 
ica contains half so many talented 
musicians, many of whom are well 
known throughout the music world. 
The proposed 
Conservatory of 
Music has b een the sub ject o f d is­ 
cussio n for several months, and a 
meeting o f musicians will b e held 
this week for the purpose of agree­ 
ing upo n definite arrangements for 
pro v iding a Temple of Music w or ­ 
thy o f the great state of Missouri. 
The 
teachers of music in this 
city , including all b ranches, have 
no w upwards of three hundred pu­ 
pils in training, 
an d it is b elieved 
tha t when the conservatory is es­ 
tab lished 
that fully two hundred 
b oarding pupils from Missouri and 
o ther states will b e in constant a t ­ 
tendance. 
In order to estab lish a conserva­ 
to ry here 
there must b e perfect 
ha rmo ny and 
union 
of 
purpose 
a mo ng 
the musicians of the city, a 
co nsumma tio n which 
will b e 
a t ­ 
ta ined when all of them fully un ­ 
dersta nd the aim of the conserva­ 
to ry and realize the b enefits which 
will a ccrue to each.

The first fl >or of the b uilding will 
be devote?! lo study rooms, the sec- 
o nd floor wo 11 b e used as an a ud i to- 
rium,w'hi’e ihe third will b e divided 
up into pracMce .rooms, in which 
will b e placed ten or more pianos 
fo r the use of pupils. 
The promoters of the Conserva 
to ty of Music 
b elieve ca])italists 
ca n be induced 
to construct the 
building , as the assured rental will 
bring in a large annual interest on 
the capital invested. 
This rental 
will be paid b y the teachers having 
ro o ms in the conservatory and from 
a fund created b y monthly recitals 
in the auditorium, operettas, can- 


tatas and other musical entertain­ 
ments. 
The 
faculty 
will 
arrange 
the 
course of studv, every 
grade 
of 
music 
b eing 
taught, 
and, if the 
local talent 
is 
not 
sufficient 
to 
round 
out 
a 
thorough 
course, 
teachers from the b est European 
and American 
conservatories will 
b e induced to come here to assist 
in the work. 
It is hoped that the 
proposed plans can b e so accelerated 
that the conservatory will b e ready 
to receive students b y the first week 
in Septemb er. 
At the rueeting which is to b e 
held thii 
week 
and which all of 
S cd aha’s musicians will b e invited 
to attend, a permanent organization 
will b e effected and the faculty se­ 
lected and arrangements made for 
securing the immediate erection of 
Sedalia’s temple of music.

Sir: 
Replying to your recent letter 
in which you request my opinion 
upon 
the 
constitutionality of the 
act generally known as the “ fello?w- 
serv ant” act, passed b y the present 
legislature, I have to say that this 
act, so far as its terms and provis­ 
ions are concerned, is in my jud g­ 
ment a valid and constitutional law. 
By this I mean that the legislature 
has the power to pass a valid law in 
the exact language of this act. The 
passage of an act must b e effected 
b y the legislative method prescrib ­ 
ed b y the constitution of the state, 
which I am informed was done. 
Aside from this routine course in 
passage, required b y the constitu­ 
tion, an act cannot b e unconstitu­ 
tional unless it is in conflict with 
some specific clause of the constitu­ 
tion, which must b e pointed out. 
Tnis law in its sub stance and oro- 
visions contravenes no part of the 
constitution, and is 
a 
good and 
valid law. 
During ray service in 
the legislature similar proposed laws 
were most strenuously opposed b y 
the railway companies, b efore c om ­ 
mittees of the senate, through some 
of the ab lest lawyers in the state, 
b ut none of them ever pretended 
that such legislation was unconsti­ 
tutional, or denied the power of the 
legislature to enact it. 
In fact, I 
have never heard such a question 
ever suggested b efore this, and I 
think there is nothing whatever in 
the claim that the act is unconsitu 
tional.

Jackson and Walling: Executed 
Yesterday. 


CONFESSI ON 
RETRACTED. 


Th« Men Convicted of Pearl Bryan’s 
Harder Stretched Hemp at 
Newport, Ky. 


N e w p o r t , K y ., M arch 20.— Scott 
Jackson and Alonzo Walling, dental 
stadents of Cincinnati, convicted of 
the murder of Pearl Bryan, 
were 
hanged together on a double trap 
in an enclosure in the jail yard here 
at i 
t :4 i }4 o ’clock this morning. 
A 
vast 
crowd 
which 
had 
gathered 
about the enclosure cheered again 
and again when the black flag was 
displayed, showing that the law had 
been carried out. 


T h e 
condem ned 
men 
spent 
a 
€|uitt but restless night and were up 
at 5:30 o ’clock, ate heartily and i n ­ 
dulged in cigars and had a good 
time. 
At 8 o’clock the jail yard was 
crowded and a great host was out­ 
side the enclosure, but Jackson and 
Walling were unmoved and indirfer- 
ent. 
Both told friends there was 
nothing true in their confessions to 
Governor Bradley, made Thursday, 
and that they played it as the last 
resort. 
They 
did 
some writing 
during the morning, but their m is­ 
sives were to their relatives. 


iACKSON TRIED TO SAVE WALLING. 
At 9:15 o’clock it was announced 
that Jackson had made a complete 
confession and Governor Bradley 
was telegraphed to in the interest of 
Walling. 
Jackson 
declared 
that 
Walling was not guilty of murder. 
Jackson had Pastor Lee, the death 
watch, Walling and all others pres 
ent stand up as he repeated that 
Walling was not guilty. 
This p ro­ 
ceeding stopped the 
march to the 
gallows. 
Pheriff Plummer called in 
Walling’s attorneys and they tele­ 
graphed to Governor Bradley. 
Jackson broke down completely 
just as the march to the scaftold was 
ordered to start and wept like a 
child as he cxied that W alling was 
net guilty. 
The crowd outside the jail 
was 
kept fully advised and became very 
impatient, as the 
confession was 
considered another dodge 
to gain 
more time for Jackson as well as a 
respite for Walling, who dropped a 
note from the jail window to the 
newspaper 
men saying: ‘ ‘Jackson 
has freed me.” 
Governor B radley called 
up by 
telephone 
C ircuit 
Court 
Judge 
Heim, and the coaversation was a 
long one. 
T h en Judge H elm said: 
‘ ‘T h e 
governor 
says 
Jackson 
simply states that Walling 
is not 
guilty 
of murder. 
He 
thinks 
it 
means nothing but an attempt to 
save time. 
H e told me to 
have 
Jackson 
state 
the 
circumstances 
showing that Walling was not guilty, 
not to give me a mere opinion. 
He 
also told me to tell Plummer to go 
on and hang Jackson. 
If he has a 
statement to make he can make it 
on the scaffold.” 


JACKSON BACKED DOWN AGAIN. 
After coming from the consulta­ 
tion with the prisoners Judge Helm 
told Jackson that he must hang and 
if he allowed Walling to hang with 
him he would have to answer to his 
Maker for 
a 
double crime. 
H e 
also 
impressed 
Jackson 
with the 
fact 
that 
if he 
went before his 
Maker with a lie on his lips he 
would 
also 
be 
doing 
a double 
wrong. 
He then gave Jackson five 
minutes in which to make up his 
mind, leaving him unattended by 
the death watch. 
At the expiration of the five m in­ 
utes Jackson said that he could not 
say that W alling was innocent. This 
settled the fate of both prisoners 
and the time for the hanging was 
fixed at 11:30 o'clock. 
At 11:20 
they started to the scaffold. 
Just before leaving the cell Wall 
ing said: 
‘ T will tell you now at 
the last moment of ray life that I 
was not there and am innocent of 
the whole crime. 
Jackson has said 
as much, but it seems it will not 
save me. 
I cannot say any more. 
I will say no more on the scaffold.” 


BOTH DIED OF STRANGULATION. 
After the death warrant was read 
at 11:32 o’clock both men declared 
their innocence. 
On the white painted scaffold in 
the jail yard, 
the prisoners both 
stood with bowed heads during the 
last prayer. 
W alling’s eyes were 
closed, Jackson ’s open. 
When Lee 
finished 
the 
prayer Jackson and 
Walling each bade farewell to all 
present, 
Walling 
whispering 
his 
words. 
Then the drop was pulled; both 
were 
evidently strangled and the
